"We have federal aid for roads, fed- 


eral aid for riasing better hogs and 
cattle, why not aid for the education 
of our rural boys nnd girls." 


He asserted that the school equaliza- 


tion fund should be augmented so as 
to provide nn education for every 
rural child in tho state. 


Thursday night the Governor will 


crown Miss Sara Choate of Greene 
county as queen of agriculture at the 
annual pageant to be presented on 
the university grounds.

Peach Harvest In 
Highland Near End 


Ship>r"Mits Are Unusually 


Heavy—Quality Best 


in History 


PRESCOTT, — The peach harvest of 


^he,vHig^^ln|^r^B,hJt•.Jl>S^^.^<Lu^k 


cars having been moved by rail from 
the Highland center and nearly 100 
from the Tokio center.. In addition to 
the rail shipments, peaches that would 
aggregate several hundred carloads 
have been moved out by truck, princi- 
pally to Oklahoma nnd Texas points. 
The bulk of the crop also has been 
moved out from Lockesburg and oth- 
er localities where there are individ- 
ually owned orchards. 
. The entire crop from the Highland 
orchards in 1929 totaled only 888 cars. 
There were no shipments in 1930, the 
cold of the preceding winter hnving 
killnr" the crop. The total 1931 crop 
for the whole of Arkansas is estimat- 
ed at between 5000 and 6000 cars. 


Aueus 1 was the busiest day of 


tho season for growers, shippers and 
the railroads, 141 cars moving out 
through Prcscott on that dny. Other 
shipments were made through Ash- 
down on that day. Since then the ord- 
ers for cars have been slowely de- 
creasing. Monday only 57 cars were 
ordered, while the day before there 
were orders for more than one hun- 
dred. It is expected that about 200 
morec ars will be shipped through 
Prcscott with the shipments continu- 
ing through this and the latter part 
of next week. 


The peaches of this season hav? been 


declared to be the finest quality ever 


_ known in the history of the Highland 


'? 
nnd Nashville orchards. These fine 


i 
peaches have topped all markets in 
" 
price, although <his price, is not as 
high as most growers had hoped for. 


Cantaloupes also continue to come 


in. The crop and shipments have held 
up remarkably well, considering tho 
excessive amount of rain that has fal- 
len during the busiest part of the 
hiirvesting season. A total of 305 cars, 
has been shipped to date and ship- 
ments are expected to continue an- 
other week. Only 106 cars of canta- 
loupes wore shipped during the entire 
season of 1930, thirty-two cars of Wat- 
ermelons have been shipped 
from 


Prescott to date as compared with 
seven for the entire season of 1930. 


Twenty-five cars of peaches were 


shipped from the orchards of Pres- 
cott and Nevada county, and the fruii 
and truck branch experiment station 
of the University of Arkansas neai 
Hope.

Lettuce Farmer 


Finds New Comet 


Uses "Toy" Telescope to 


Locate Something As- 
tronomers Had Missed 


BRAWLEY, Cal. (#)—A lettuce and 


cantaloupe "ranch" foreman by day 
and an amateur astronomer by night, 
Masanl Nagata will go down in as- 
tronomical history as the discoverer of 
the Nagata comet. 


Mt. Wilson scientists recently receiv- 


ed a telegram from Nagata, couched in 
terms of oriental deference. 


After begging 
pardon for wasting 


their time, Nagata asked the obser- 
vatory authorities Jf it was possible 
that he had located a new comet with 
his small telescope. He gave the po- 
sition of the supposed new body in 
the constellation Leo. 


Two days later he was informed by 


Mt. Wilson observers that their power- 
ful telescopes had failed to locate the 
hazy conglomeration Nagata report- 
ed. 


The .same night Nagata, through his 


two-inch terrestrial telescope, again 
located it. 


Dr. Seth B. Nicholson of Mt. Wil- 


son observatory confirmed the discov- 


cry the next day. He described it as 
relng in the constelation of Leo, not 
Tar from the stkr Rho Lconia and in 
the general direction of Mars, al- 
though about ten degrees to the right 
of that planet. 


The importance of the find, he said, 


could not be determined until its .or- 
bit had been calculated. The' obser- 
vatory, however, usually finds three 


or four new comets yearly. 


Nagata, born In. Japan near Tokio 


June 18, 1886, learned 
astronomy 


from his father, wh6 taught the young 
man as mtich as possible with limited 
facilities. Nagata came to the United 
States in June, 1907, and for the last 
nine years has coupled his star-gating 
with lettuce raising. 


Ten'years ago he purchased « two- 


inch terrestrial 'telescope 
and each 


night, after completing 
hte 
daily 


labors, turned the magnified eyes sky- 
ward.

six-power' field glass. Now he intends 
to build a nine-inch reflecting tele* 
scope, using an 80 mm. reflector.

In Color of Fish 


Cornell Scientist* 


Fiih Develop "toy 
Size" Cancer 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLKE 
(Associated Press {Science Editor) 


* ITHACA; W<Y.-p-fhe bright- 
hued Mexican killlfish gives a new 
clue for the study of cancer to Cor- 
nell university scientists. His color is 
one of the keys to the problem. 


This fish develops a "toy size" type 


of cancer, having the same wild cell 
growth which causes ^he human dis- 
ease. This miniature is believed to 
hold the secret of unrestrained cells, 
in a simplified form that may be 
studied successfully. 


The work is in charge of Dr. H. 


D. Reed, professor of zoology, and 
Dr. Myron Gordon, with aid of funds 
from an August Heckscher grant. 


They find that two knds of cells 


gather to' form the fish cancer, one 
type being those carrying the black 


color pigments.

phores. occur in several strains of 
the*e fish ttnd may remain perfectly 
norntai, Whether they are pattlv* 
accomplices, merely stimulated by 
the presence of the Other cells, or 
are mOre closely allied with the pri- 
mary CaUse Is undetermined. 


In this Cornell laboratory a dis- 


tinct heredity of klltfish cancer has 
been developed, which is not found 
In nature. It Is produced by mating 
certain types of the 
fish, which 


yields offspring SO per cent of which 
have tumors. In 
nature 
the 
fish 


which would produce ths result ap- 
parently do not mate. 


Breeding also may be controlled to 


prevent development of cancer in 
these fishes. It appears, Dr. Reed 
states, that certain varieties of the 
fish provide the cells, called macro- 
melanophores, that 
are 
associated 


with abnormal growth. Other vari- 
eties of cells furnish in their In- 
heritance something which appears 
to aggravate this growth.

ed largely by the intensity of his 
farming. He stressed the fact that 
this element is much less expensive 
than formerly and that it is available 
in a variety of forms suited to the 
several needs. 


"Any 
tendency for prices of live- 


stock and their products to rise will 
be met by the use of additional nitro- 
gen on permanent pastures on the part 
of those farmers who recognize the 
possibilities for profit in its use," he 
concluded.
